Space Shot 
Tests High 


Temperature 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
—- A spacecraft named Fire 
blazed back through the atmos­ 
phere faster than any previous 
space payload Tuesday night 
and radioed a wealth of infor­ 
mation 
which 
could 
make 
manned trips to the moon safer 
The spacecraft, looking like a 
compact model of the Apollo 
moonship, rode an Atlas missile 
m ore than 500 miles into space. 
As it plummeted back toward 
earth, a 10-foot-long rocket fired 
and 
increased 
payload 
speed 
from about 15,000 to 25,166 miles 
an hour. 
The speed was slightly higher 
than that the Apollo craft is to 
attain in returning astronauts 
from the 
moon. It also was 
more than 7,000 miles an hour 
faster than the velocity record­ 
ed by any previous space ve­ 
hicle re-entering the earth’s at­ 
mosphere. 
As 
the 
200-pound 
payload 
m ade the meteoric dive, it ra ­ 
dioed information on the heat 
that seared its blunt shield. 
A great shock wave built up 
in front of the payload and tem ­ 
perature of gases within the 
wave reached 200,000 degrees. 
An observer at the South Atlan­ 
tic tracking station on Ascen­ 
sion Island described the space­ 
craft a» a ball of fire. 
The recorder made a full re­ 
port on stored data before the 
craft plunged into the ocean 
5,200 miles southeast of Cape 
Kennedy.

How strong a hand the mili­ 
tary will take in running the 
country and the prospects for 
political peace should be deter­ 
mined during the 21 months the 
64-year-old form er arm y chief of 
staff heads the interim govern­

The m ilitary leaders of the 
anti-Communist coup that over­ 
threw President Joao Goulart 
have promised elections for a 
new president in October 1965, 
w'hcn Goulart’s successor would 
have been chosen. 
There was a marked lack of 
interest in non-official circles as 
authorities completed prepara­ 
tions for the inauguration. 
No flags or banners flew in 
Brasilia’s business district. Res­ 
idents of the capital seemed to 
go about their tasks totally in­ 
different to the event. 
Basically, 
Castello 
Branco’s 
regime is intended to provide a 
transition from military back to 
civilian control. But his deci­ 
sions could chart the course of 
the ailing nation. 
The extent of military influ­ 
ence is expected to become ap­ 
parent early. The composition (rf 
Castello Branco’s Cabinet also 
should determine the degree of 
ultra-conservative sentiment ii 
the government. 
All this will undoubtedly de­ 
termine the reaction of the siz­ 
able segment of the population 
most seriously affected by the 
recent coup.

Case History of Murder

Murder in Kew Gardens has become 
a case study for sociologists and psy­ 
chiatrists throughout the United States. 
This is no mere theoretical study — a 
murder actually took place several 
weeks ago in the Queens section of New 
York City 
w h i c h 
made 
dramatic 
and unpleasant history. 
Thirty-seven residents of Kew Gar­ 
dens witnessed the murder of a neigh­ 
bor woman by a man who attacked his 
victim with a knife three separate tim­ 
es within a 
35-m i n u t e 
period. 
A 
thirty-eighth witness called the police 
after the victim had died. 
Murder is certainly no stranger to 
New York, nor is public apathy to law 
enforcement. Both, in fact, have be­ 
come the trademark of virtually every 
major metropolis. But never before has 
it been recorded that so many persons 
witnessed the wanton killing of a fellow 
human being and did nothing. 
Psychiatrists and other experts in 
human behavior have attempted to find 


a reason for the episode, but ev en th e y 
seem at 
a loss to 
explain the full 
meaning. A New York State Univer­ 
sity sociologist said the tragedy “goes 
to the heart of whether this is a com­ 
munity or a jungle.” 
A New York Mental Health Clinic 
psychiatrist, Dr. George Serban, has 
suggested the behaviour of the witness­ 
es was “t y p i c a l ” of middle-class 
fam ilies in cities like New York. “It’s 
the air of all New York, the air of in­ 
justice. the feeling that you might get 
hurt if you act and that whatever you 
do you will be the one to suffer,” is Dr. 
Serban's explanation of the apathy he 
sees wherever large groups of people 
live together. 
His view seem s to be borne out by 
the “I didn’t want to get involved” re­ 
ply given by most of the 37 witnesses 
to murder when asked why they didn't 
at least call the police. All those who 
heard the victim ’s scream s were safe 
in their owe apartments.

Norbert Wiener, the man many re­ 
gard as responsible for automation, is 
dead. He showed early signs of becom­ 
ing the mental giant he turned out to 
be. At 14. he graduated with a bachelor 
of arts in m athem atics from Tufts Col­ 
lege, and at 17 he was awarded a m as­ 
ter's degree from Harvard. 
It is doubtful that any prodigy on 
record has bettered Wiener's teenage 
intellectual accomplishments. At 18 he 
was awarded a doctorate of philosophy 
at Harvard, a d e g r e e most brilliant 
students don't manage to get until they 
are in their middle or late twenties. 
Nowadays it is difficult for a child 


prodigy to achieve what Norbert Wien­ 
er was able to by the time he r e a c li­ 
ed 18. an age when most college stu­ 
dents are still freshmen. Most colleges 
and universities will not allow 11-year- 
olds to enroll (Wiener was ll when he 
entered Tufts). Many consider 16 the 
minimum age for entrance. 
There are exceptions, but with uni­ 
versities getting larger and larger ev­ 
ery year, the e x c e p t i o n a l student, 
the child prodigy, must wait his turn. 
It is hard enough for many of the 18- 
year-olds to squeeze in. And besides, a 
prodigy might give the professors trou­ 
ble.

As LeMay’s views to a con­ 
gressional group last February 
were made public today, state­ 
ments by McNamara and Cold­ 
water added new fuel to their 
dispute. 
In a position paper on “De­ 
fense Strategy for the Space 
Age” put out by the Coldwater 
for President Committee, the 
Arizona Republican argued “we 
cannot put sole reliance on mis­ 
sile systems.” He charged that 
“not a single new weapons sys­ 
tem has been inaugurated since 
1961.”

Coldwater, seeking the Re­ 
publican 
presidential 
nomina­ 
tion, had questioned the reliabil­ 
ity of U.S. missiles and spoke 
of a “dependability gap” while 
campaigning earlier this year 
in New Hampshire. 
In the position paper distrib­ 
uted today, he said he would 
continue to raise fundamental 
questions about the reliability of 
American intercontinental bal­ 
listic missies. But, he added, 
“this nation cannot survive, in 
this new era, without mastery 
of the uses of space and heavy 
reliance on missiles.” 
His earlier comments on mis­ 
siles had drawn a prompt re­ 
tort from McNamara, who looks 
with pride upon the nation’s nu­ 
clear and conventional forces, 
propriations subcommittee, he 
took a new rap at Coldwater, 
without mentioning his name.

Farm Bureau 


Are Opposed 


WASHINGTON (A P)-A 
56- 
year-old Negro farmer from 
South Carolina, who said he 
was too poor to buy glasses, 
read h a l t i n g l y here a state­ 
ment describing his rural l i f e 
and his support for President 
Johnson’s antipoverty bill. 
The farmer, Willie Preston 
Canty of Pinewood, told the 
House subcommittee on labor 
that a debt of a mortgage and 
machinery cost totaled $9,887 
and he was ineligible under 
present law to get a loan from 
any federal farm agency. 
He said the Johnson bill's pro­ 
vision for grants up to $1,500 to 
poor farmers would put him 
back on his feet. 
A 
different 
view 
of 
such 
grants came from Dr. Harry L. 
Brown, a director of the Ameri­ 
can Farm Bureau Federation, 
who was the first witness to 
testify against the bill. 
Brown, 
who 
was 
assistant 
aecretary of agriculture under 
Henry A. Wallace in the 1930s, 
said that grants and loans to 
poor farmers would, “whatever 
the intention may be, operate to 
perpetuate subsistence farming 
and rural slums.”

LEXINGTON, Va. (A P )-F or 
George Catlett Marshall success 
came late. 
He was 58, near the end of a 
military career he occasionally 
had thought 
of 
abandoning, 
when he was plucked from the 
rear ranks of the generals and 
made Army chief of staff on 
the first day of World War II. 
Marshall left his mark — so 
much so that Winston Churchill 
called him the architect of vic­ 
tory. 
From war he turned to peace 
and 
authored 
the 
Marshall 
Plan that won him a Nobel 
Peace Prize. 
Beside the parade ground of 
Virginia 
Military 
Institute, 
where Marshall first learned 
the ways of soldiering, three 
presidents 
will 
come 
next 
month to dedicate a memorial 
to him. 
It is, in effect, a living memo­ 
rial. The George C. Marshall 
Research 
Foundation 
is 
a 
museum and library where his 
papers from war and peace will 
be kept with other historical 
documents. 
Coming to the dedication here 
May 23 are former President 
Harry S. Truman—who made 
Marshall his secretary of state 
and later secretary of defense 
—and former President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower — who himself 
was lifted from relative obscur­ 
ity by Marshall—and President 
Johnson. 
Marshall’s career began in 
1897 when his father sent a 
letter from Uniontown, Pa., to 
the VMI superintendent. “I send 
you my youngest, and my last” 
wrote his father. “He is bright, 
full of life, and I believe he will

get along well.” 
With uncanny way of singling 
out the comers among them, his 
classmates wrote: “He is not in 
the roll of common men—Dinks 
Marshall.” 
Marshall left the institute in 
June 1901—six months short of 
his 21st birthday and too young 
to 
be 
commissioned 
in 
the 
Army. While waiting to come of 
age Marshall served as com­ 
mandant of cadets at the Dan­ 
ville Military Academy. He re­ 
ceived a commission as a lieu­ 
tenant in the Army after be­ 
coming of age. 
Fourteen years after leaving 
VMI he was still a first lieuten­ 
ant and wrote that he was con­ 
sidering resigning because of 
the slow promotions. 
By the time World War I 
came he had reached the rank 
of captain, then rose quickly to 
colonel when Gen. John J. Per­ 
shing recognized his brilliance 
as a staff officer. 
But it was this brilliance as a 
staff officer that kept Marshall 
from the field command he so 
desperately 
wanted. 
Marshall 
eventually received a tempo­ 
rary brigadier general’s star, 
but after the war he reverted 
to captain—to begin anew the 
slow climb to the top ranks. 
He got his star back in 1936 
and three years later President 
Roosevelt bypassed 34 senior 
officers to make Marshall act­ 
ing chief of staff in July 1939. 
On Sept. I, 1939, the day Hit­ 
ler invaded Poland, Marshall 
was promoted to general and 
made chief of staff. In the clos­ 
ing days of World War II he 
became a general of the Army 
with five stars.

Crime Climbs 


Top Attorney 
Outlines Views 


CLEVELAND (AP)—The pub­ 
lic’s acceptance or condoning of 
many immoral or unlawful acts 
that never appear in the FBI 
statistics is an underlying cause 
of mounting crime in the United 
States, the president-elect of the 
American Bar Association said 
Tuesday. 
That view was expressed by 
Lewis F. Powell Jr. of Rich­ 
mond, Va., in a prepared speech 
to the National Association of 
Life Insurance Underwriters. 
Powell said FBI figures show 
crime 
rates 
are 
rising 
four 
tunes faster than the nation’s 
population growth. 
“ Perhaps the most fundamen­ 
tal cause is an intangible one 
—a public attitude toward m or­ 
ality, ethics and individual re ­ 
sponsibility 
which 
results 
in 
disrespect for the law,’ he said. 
Crimes of which the public is 
“excessively tolerant,” Powell 
said, are juvenile drinking, fla­ 
grant 
traffic 
law 
violations, 
flouting of obscenity 
and por­ 
nography laws, illegal gambling 
cheating on claims against in­ 
surance companies, circumven­ 
tion of divorce laws, a disregard 
of antitrust laws and condoing 
of union violence. 
“We must strive to attain solu­ 
tions on the broadest possible 
front,” Powell said, by: 
—Stricter enforcement of laws 
and improvement in the admin­ 
istration of justice. 
—Demanding that the rights 
of society are not subordinated 
to the rights of those who prey 
on society. 
—Encouraging, in the home 
in the schools and at all levels 
of society a higher sense of in­ 
dividual duty and a genuine re­ 
spect for law and order. 


The World Today 


WASHINGTON (AP)—In 1950 
Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son talked on the American de­ 
fense line in the Pacific and got 
denounced for years afterwards. 
Republicans made him a punch­ 
ing bag. 
It was one of the twists of his­ 
tory — or politics — that Gen 
Douglas MacArthur IO months 
before drew exactly the same 
defense line but this went un­ 
mentioned by Acheson’s critics 
and defenders. 
Among the critics were Sens. 
Joseph McCarthy and Robert A. 
Taft and Gen. Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower. Even when MacArthur 
died April 5, what he said in 1949 
must have been long-forgotten. 
This writer found no mention of 
it. 
This was the background. In 
1949 the Chinese Communists 
were 
smashing 
Chiang 
Kai- 
shek’s Nationalists on the China 
mainland. Formosa, an island 
IOO miles off the coast, belonged 
to China. 
On March I, 1949, MacArthur 
—in an interview with an Eng­ 
lish newspaperman, Ward Price 
—discussed the American de­ 
fense perim eter in the Pacific. 
The interview was published in 
the New York Times March 3. 
M acArthur said the Anglo-Sax­ 
on “line of defense runs through 
the chain of islands fringing the 
coast of Asia.” He listed them, 
from the Aleutians to the Phil­ 
ippines, through Japan. He left 
out Formosa. 
In December 1949, Chiang and 
what was left of his arm y fled 
to Formosa. But by then the 
United States had given up on 
him and on Jan. 5, 1950, Presi­ 
dent Harry S. Trum an called in 
newsmen to make a statem ent. 
He 
said 
the 
United 
States 
would take no action to defend 
Chiang and his forces on For­ 
mosa, that it was a Chinese 
problem. This was an adm inis­ 
tration policy decision. 
On Jan. 12, 1950, Acheson sup­ 
ported Truman and explained 
the decision in a talk at the Na­ 


tional Press Club. 
Repeating what MacArthur 
had 
said 
IO 
months 
before, 
Acheson put the American de­ 
fense line in the Pacific off the 
Asian coast and in the string of 
islands from the Aleutians to the 
Philippines. 
He, 
too, 
omitted 
Formosa. 
He then went further than 
MacArthur and sought to an­ 
swer the natural question raised 
by his statement: What about 
protecting other areas in the 
Pacific and Asia from attack. 
Acheson said: 
“ It must be

PAPANICOLAOU TEST 
POR CANCER 


Q. Would you please discuss the Pap. or 
smear test for cancer? 


A. In its earliest stage of development, cancer 
of the cervix (neck of the womb) seems to be 
confined to surface tissue for some time (months, 
perhaps, but not years) before it pepetrates into 
deeper structures. The best chancjp for cure is 
during the early, surface stage. Several tests can 
be used to detect trouble early, one of which is 
the Papanicolaou or smear test. This test is 
based upon the fact that cancer cells are more 
loosely attached to one another than normal 
cells. They thus tend to shed more easily and, 
in cervical cancer, the abnormal cells tend to 
collect in the vagina. Cells are obtained by 
swab, spread or smeared on a glass slide, and 
studied under a microscope. The Pap. test has 
the advantage, so far as the patient is con­ 
cerned, of being quite painless and simple. If 
suspicious cells are found, other tests are made 
to confirm or definitely rule out cancer.

TV - Radio 
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BLITZ BROTHERS 
by SARKEN

NEW YORK (AP)—Television 
keeps getting its lumps from the 
critics and 
intellectuals, 
but 
more people seem to be watch­ 
ing more television on more 
sets than ever. 
That, at least, is the finding 
of 
Nielsen 
researchers. 
The 
company estimates that some 
51,300,000 American homes in 
the United States, not counting 
Alaska and Hawaii, are televi­ 
sion-equipped—92 per cent of all 
households, and a slight in­ 
crease over 1962. 
Set ownership is heaviest—95 
per cent or more homes have 
them — in 
the 
Northeastern 
United States. It is lightest—87 
per cent—in the South. 
The Nielsen company esti­ 
mates that the average televi­ 
sion set is in use six hours and 
a quarter daily during mid 
winter months, but skids to four 
and a quarter hours a day dur­ 
ing the summer. These figures 
incidentally, have changed very 
little during the past eight 
years.
